Nor. was ir _ after, 
that Bevis ſhewed by proof, how far he durſb 
hazard himſelf in thè vindication of the reli- 
gion he profeſſed; for being abroad on a chriſt- 
mas-day, well mounted and armed, he met 
Rxty Saracens, who; as enemies to our Saviour:

B EVIS, by this viſit of the-fair princeſs, 
having in a manner new life put into him, 

his wounds were ſoon cured, and his kind ad- 

vocate, in the mean while, had fo taken off the 

edgeof the king's anger that when the matter was 


rightly underſtood, he was not only cleared, but 


his accuſers doomed, at their choice, either to 
fight him, or to ſuffer baniſhment ; who having 
too lately experienced his more than human force, 

| one choſe the latter. And now Bevis not only 


requently enjoyed the preſence of the fair prin- 


_ ceſs, but gained great reputation in the court, be-

many courageous knights; when landing at 


Southampton, he raiſed a great power of his

the king was; then Sir Bevis leaving his army

prepared, . Guy and Miles, Sir Bevis's two ſons,
